TIIK LICENSING WIIA, SURRENDER. 

LONDON, June 2li.— Most of the tory 
newspapers swallow the action of the gov- 
ernment in surrendering the compensation 
clauses of tho licensing bill, though it does 
not require phenomenal keenness of percep- 
tion to discover that the process of degluti- 
tion was extremely difficult and most un- 
willing. Several of theso journals attempt 
to make it appear that the withdrawal 
clause was due entirely to necessity which 
became apparent to the government, of re- 
lieving the pressure of parliamentary busi- 
ness, but others are not disposed to stultify 
themselves to that extent. The Standard 
and Telegraph make no attempt to conceal 
their disgust, and their growls will 
necessarily have considerable influence 
in increasinc the tory disapproval 
of the government's display of 
weakness. These journals plainly intimate 
to the ministry that it was most unwise on 
their part to make so ungrateful an attempt 
to cover up their defeat in tho house the 
other day, and even go so far as to accuse 
the government of cowardice. But if the 
conservative papers are chagrined, publicans 
are; furious. They had prepared a monster 
petition in favor of the abandoned clause, to 
which they had obtained 500,000 signatures, 
This they had intended to present to pirlia 
ment as an expression of the immense popu 
larity of the measure, and their exasperation 
at the government's fuinllieartedness at the 
first rebuff will doubtlets make itself felt in 
the next election. Mr. Balfour now admits 
that he always opposed tho licensing clauses, 
and that he is glad they have been disposed 
of by the action of the government.

A monster petition in favor 
of tho license bill, to which its originators, 
the puplicans, bad obtained 600,000 signa- 
tures, was carried to the palace of St. 
Stephen, a few days ago and deposited ill a 
corner in Westminster Hall, pending its 
presentation to parliament. To-night three 
ponderous rolls of paper, each measuring 
seven feet in diameter, which the petition 
comprises, were trundled into the liouso 
with much difficulty and placed in the cen- 
tre aisle. They filled the aisle completely, 
and it was impossible for the members to 
see or hear anything across them. The 
Liberals kept up a constant stream of ob- 
jections to the acceptance of the petition, 
and for a time the howls, protests, peals of 
laughter and chaffing, in which the mem- 
bers indulged, bereft the house of all sem- 
blance to a deliberative body. Order was 
finally restored long enough to reach the 
result of ordering the removal of the pe- 
tition, and it was trundled buck to its cor- 
ner without being presented.

Lieut-Governor McLehin, of Nova Scotia, 
Passes Away After a Long Illness. 

Halifax, June 20.— Tho Lieut. -Governor 
of Nova Scotia, Archibald Woodbury Mc- 
Lelan, died this morning. His health had 
been failing for upwards of two years. Ho 
had been in public life HO years, and pre- 
vious to his appointment to the Nova Scotia 
Lieut. -Governorship, he I was Dominion 
minister of finance. He leaves a wife and 
three children. Deceased was father of 
Mrs. J. A. M. Aikcns, of Winnipeg, to 
whom the sad intelligence comes at a most 
trying time, .-he being prostrated by illness. 

The funeral takes place on Saturday to 
the village of Londonderry, 

His Honor the Honorable Archibald 
Woodbury McLelan, Lieut.-Governor of 
Nova Scotia, whose death is announced in 
the above telegram, was the only son ot 
the late G. W. .McLelan, for many years a 
member of the Nova Scotia Assembly, and 
tvas born at Londonderry, N. S., December 
20th, I S24. Having received his education 
at Mount Allison Wesleyun Academy, he 
entered mercantile life and was also en- 
gaged in ship owning and shipbuilding. 
He married, in 1854, the daughter of the 
late John Metzter, ot Halifax. He sat for 
Colchester in the provincial assembly from 
1858 to 1803, and from that date for 
Northern Colchester until tho union, 
when he represented Colchester in the 
Dominion House of Commons until ho was 
appointed to the senate in ISO!). He was a 
Commissioner for the construction of the 
Intercolonial Railway, and in ISS.'J a Com 
missioner from Canada to the Intercolonial 
Fisheries Exhibition held in London, Eng- 
land. For the last service he received a 
diploma of honor. I Io entered the cabinet 
as President of the Council in 1881, and 
subsequently became Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries, Minister of Finance and 
Postmaster-) leneral, being appointed Lieut. 
Governor in July, 1888 ]

Chicago, June 25.— The banquet ten- 
dered by the States association to the 
Nationul and State commissioners of the 
world's fair, took place in the banquetting 
hall of the Palmer House to-night and was 
an event of unusual brilliancy. Besides 
the special guests of tho evening, who num- 
bered 110, representative and distingushed 
citizens, to the number of 250, sat down to 
the tables. Judge Thunnun presided at 
the main table. On his right were seated 
Chief Justice Fuller, Judge Gresham, M. 
H. DeYoung, of San Francisco, and ex- 
Congressman Harris, of Virginia, and on 
his left Bishop Fallon, Chas. H. Jones, of 
St. Louis; W. L. Elkins, of Philadelphia; 
ex-Governor A. G. Bullock, of Massa- 
chusetts, and A. B. Andrews, of New 
York. At every table, every railroad en- 
tering the city, every bank and manufac- 
turing industry, ami all professions were 
represented. The floral decorations were 
of the most elaborate and artistic 
character. Nearly three hours were occu- 
pied in tho discussion of the menu of ten 
course;,, and it was close upon 11 o'clock 
when Judge Thurman rapped for order. In 
a brief address, which was enthusiastically 
applauded ho welcomed the commissioners 
to the city. The -joining fair, he said, 
would mark an epoch in the history of the 
universe, and its success depended upon 
the wisdom and energy of those surrounding 
him. He congratulated them upon the fuct 
that every state and territory was repre- 
sented, that for the good of this enterprise 
north and south had come together, all 
working for one common object and under 
one Hag. 

The following letter from President 
Harrison, dated Juno 23rd, was 
then read: " 1 am in receipt of 
invitation on behalf of the citizens 
of Chicago to attend the reception and ban- 
quet to be given on the evening of the 20th 
inst. to the United States commissioners of 
tho World's Columbian exposition. It will 
be impossible for me to be present, but I 
avail myself of the opportunity to express 
my deep interest in the success of the expo- 
sition, and my sincere iiope that the com- 
missioners on the part of the United States 
will not fail to eo operate in a diligent and 
liberal manner with the local managers in 
everything calculated to make this, in fact 
as well as in name, a world's exposition. 
Very respectfully, yours, 

Benjamin Harrison." 

John Boyd Thatcher, of New York, re- 
sponded to the toast of the relation of the 
Vvorld's Columbian Exposition to the Inter- 
national Union, lie said : "That within 
the walls of Chicago in 1893 Germany might 
obtain from Great Britain a nobler blessing 
th in Heligoland ; and England might find 
thought expressed into form by the deft 
fingers of some German mechanic, wdiich 
would be more valuable to her than twenty 
Zanzibar*.

knew."

An Embezzler'* Suicide. 

New Haven, Conn., June2(i.— Lueien N. 
Sperry, one of New Haven's most promi- 
nent citizens not many years since, shot and 
killed himself this morning. Ho was 70 
years old and had served the city as mayor, 
and represented it in the legislature. He 
was a descendant of one of the earliest 
families of New Haven. He was a brother 
of Postmaster N. D. Sperry. The suicido 
was caused by financial troubles. Mr. 
Sperry ,vus some yeara ago appointed trus- 
tee of an estate valued at 510,000. Within 
the post few weeks relatives have been try- 
ing to get control of the estate, and Sperry 
was ordered by tho court to render his ac- 
count. Ho could account for but $7,000, 
and was practically adjudged an embezzler, 
and would probably have been arrested had 
he not shot himself. Besides this, he had 
worsted several men in different wuys to 
the extent of several thousand dollars, and 
was under at least S50.000 criminal indebt- 
edness without a dollar with which ho could 
clear himself. Mr. Sperry always lived in 
tine style, and had passed much of lna time 
in Europe. The suicide has caused u great 
sensation. 

Fatal Boiler Explosion. 

Ashley, Mich., June 20.— Gardner's safe 
mill at North Star was wrecked yesterday 
afternoon by a boiler explosion. Four men 
were killed outright, and the fifth injured 
so badly that he died this morning, while a 
number of others were seriously hurt.

A Variety Actress Suicides; 

Denver, Col., June 20,— Hasel Libia, 
uighter of Police Commissioner Lillis of 
Kansas City, committed suicide Wednes- 
day morning by taking morphine. The 
girl came here a month ago with a vuriety 
theatre. 

The Itcvolvcr was Trump, 

Uniontown, Pa., Juno 20.— At .uoon to- 
duy Postmaster Atkinson, of the Winn 
Coke Works, was seated alone in the com- 
pany's ollice counting money to pay the em- 
ployees. He had just placed the money, 
§1,200, in an envelope, when suddenly a 
masked man covered him with a revolver 
and ordered him to throw up his bands. 
Atkins ran out of tho office and gave Oil 
alarm. The robber secured the money and 
lied, and when a party gave chase the rob- 
ber turned and fired several shots at his 
pursuers. The yard boss hit the thief with 
a stone, causing him to drop bis hat and 
part of the money, He was reoognized as 
Perry Donaldson, a former employee of the 
company, and a sheriff's posse is in pursuit 
of him. 

The Freight Handler*' sirlkr. 

St. Louis, June 20. —The East St. Louis 
freight banders strike is still on, and bids 
fair to last till to-morrow night. This 
morning the Mobile and Ohio ceiled the de- 
mands for SI. 50 per day, but refused to 
grant extra money for overtime. The men 
went buck to work. 

Guilt r 61 Bmnczzlemcnt. 

New Orleans, June 20. —Treasurer Hem- 
mingway, of Mississippi, was found guilty 
of embezzlement thia morning. His counsel 
at once, asked for time to lilo a motion 
against judgment, which was granted. 

A Fatal I. rap, 
Pittsiu'rc, Sune 20. — This morning, Dr. 
Geo. Langfitt, of Bellovuo, jumped from the 
third story window of his residence, while 
lomporarily insane, from excessive use of 
liquor and opiates. His neck was broken 
and death was instantaneous. The doctor 
was one of the best known men in western 
Pennsylvania.

THE QUALIFYING LANGUAGE. 

Although Mr. John Grant declares that 
we have misrepresented what ho said at 
the workingmen's meeting about single 
tax, he takes very good euro not to re- 
produce his speech. Mo does not even 
attempt to show where we have mis- 
represented him, or how other passages 
of his speech qualified or can qualify 
his statements that "the prin- 
ciple of single tax, to his mind, sug- 
gested a fair and an equitable basis of 
taxation and to bring it into practical 
uso it would, no doubt, remove many ex- 
isting abuses under the present system," 
and that "ho considered the single tax 
contained a just principle." 

In order that our readers may see 
almost at a glance what it was that Mr. 
Grant commended so highly as fair, 
equitable and just, we will reproduce the 
the resolution, to which Mr. Grant 
spoke, and also Henry George's own 
definition of the principle of single tax. 
This is the resolution proposed by Mr. 
Jackson and supported by Mr. Byron H. 
West : 

" Resolved, that we, a portion of the 
electors of the city of Victoria, in mass 
meeting assembled, domnnd from those 
who seek our support, that they pledge 
themselves to use the;:- influence IN BB- 
curihq legislation based on the prin- 
ciples of mnglk-tax as sbc forth in 
thk works ok Henry Gkoiu;e." 

The principles of sing o- ax as set forth 
in the works of Henry George can be 
stated very succinctly. Ill his work Pro- 
gress and Poverty, ho says : - 

"The truth is, and from this truth 
there is no escape, that there is and can 
can be no just title to an exclusive pos- 
session of the soil, and that private pro- 
perty in land is a bold, bare, enormous 
wrong like that of chattel slavery." 

Thcro is a chapter in the sanio work in 
which Henry George argues that it is ab- 
surd to give the owners of land the least 
compensation. Ho says :— - 

" If the land of any country belong to 
the people of that country, what right in 
morality and justice, have the individuals 
called laud owners to the rent / If the 
laud belong to the people, why in the 
name of morality and justice should the 
people pay its saleable value for their 
own." 

In his work, The Land Question, 
Henry George says : 

"Now, it is a very easy thing thus to 
sweep away till private ownership of land 
and convert all occupiers into tenants of 
the State by appropriating the rent. No 
complicated laws or cumbersome ma- 
chinery is nocessary, It is only neces- 
sary to TAX LAND IT To ITS ITU, 
VALUE." 

And again : 

"Any one can see that to tax land up 
to its full rental value would amount to 
precisely the same thing as to formally 
take possession of it, and then let it out 
to the highest bidder." 

These are the principles of single tax 
as set forth in the works of Henry 
George, and we leave it to any honest 
reader to say whether they contain a just 
principle, or whether they suggest to him 
a fair and equitable basis of taxation, 

Tho following is the full text of Mr, 
John Grant's speech as it is reported in 
tho Times : 

"Mayor Grant who was received with 
great applaus 1 , said he had ' listened to 
what had been said this evening with a 
great deal of satisfaction. For his own 
.part ho had taken the paper dealing with 
this particular principle single tax for 
some years, and as far as the multiplicity 
of his duties would permit, had en- 
deavored to post himself concerning it. 
Tho principle i f siiiLflo tax to bis mind 
suggested a fair and equitable basis of 
taxation, and to bring it into practical 
uso it would no doubt remove many of 
the existing abuses under tho present 
systems. Tho difficulty to apply it, to 



make it work, was here : A man has sold 
a piece of land and has the proceeds in 
tho hank. Another man who has striven 
all his life to yet a few dollars together, 
has purchased tho other's land and put 
all his money into it. The new system 
coming into force, a problem which 
troubled him was. how to deal fairly with 
both men. One had tho land on his 
hands the other tho money to make use 
of under tho new system. As to work- 
ingmen, he probably had worked as hard 
as anyone and ho had been associated 
with workingmon both as a superintend- 
ent and an employer of labor for many 
years. He had this to say, he never bad 
among the thousands with whom ho bad 
been connected, ono who was not willing 
to come back and work with him again. 
(Applause.) In concluding he repoated 
that he considered that tho single tax 
contained a just principle, and tho ques- 
tion now was how could it bo fairly and 
equitably bo brought about." 

Tho intelligent reader will see that 
Mr. John Grant's qualifying terms aro 
the greatest nonsense. The principle 
that lies at the very foundation of 
Gcoigo's system is the "appropriation" 
of the rout of land, which, as Mr. Georgo 
himself is careful to say, is "Tho stuno 
thing as to formally take possession of it 
and then let it out to tho highest bidder.'' 
This is what Mr. Grant says is a fair 
and equitable basis ef taxation, and all 
that puzzles him is how to apply it fairly 
and equitably. To do so would tax the in- 
genuity of a much smarter man than 
John Grant. If Mr. Grant said to the 
city nssessors "The holders of land 
within the city's limi'S have no right to 
it; they have ho more right to thoir lots 
than the Southern planter had to his 
slaves; it must bo taken from them, tho 
rent of it belongs of right to tho wbolo 
community, and you must tax it in such 
a way as to make the ownership of no 
uso to them; but take care and do this 
fairly and equitably," would he not be- 
sides instructing them to rob the rate- 
payers, he making a fool of himself / 
It would bo just, as sensible and 
just as consistent t > give instructions to 
the housebreaker, the shoplifter and the 
horsestealer to do their work fairly and 
equitably, If Mr. John Grant has dis- 
covered a fair, equitable and just way of 
committing robbery, there is some sonso 
in his saying that single tax, as set forth 
in the works of Henry George, to his 
mind suggested a fair and equitable basis 
of taxation; but as he has not done that, 
and cannot do it, his "qualifying lan- 
guage" is nothing more than senseless 
balderdash. Mis object was evident 
onough. Ho was trying to bo on both 
sides of the fence at the same time. But 
this, like committing robbery fairly and 
equitably, is an impossibility. 

Tho ratepayers of this city ought to 
know that the man who is so unprincipled, 
so utterly without scruple, as to give his 
assont to a system based upon robbery, 
for the sake of getting a fow votes, is not 
to bo trusted. Taxation based upon the 
principles which ho commended as fair, 
equitable and just, has for its object to 
deprive every one of them, small and 
groat, of every foot of land he owns. 



THE DISCUSSION ON GAMBLING. 

The discussion that took place in the 
City Council on Wednesday evening, res- 
pecting gambling, was interesting and 
suggestive. Tho discerning reader of tho 
remarks of the Aldermen can easily see 
why gambling is not put down in this city. 
Everyone knows tho old saying, " Where 
there's a will there's a way," and the want 
of a " will " to meddle with gambling by 
white men was, while that discussion was 
in progress, only too evident. Men 
zealous to put down a destructive evil, 
would not have seen so many obstacles 
in the way of effective action as the Mayor 
and some of the Aldermen did. Alder- 
mall Smith's impatience of newspaper 
criticism shows that ho very greatly dis- 
likes to be reminded of his duty. As far 
as Tun Colonist isconcerned, it does not 
"blackguard " the City Council. In fact, 
it has been blamed for not speaking 
severely enough about existing abuses. 
With regard to gambling, we consider 
that tho fault with our articlo wus that 
it was too mild. When we consider that 
practices are tolerated in Victoria which 
are considered too disgraceful anil too 
mischievous to bo allowed in Seattle and 
Tacoma, and that gamblers, who have 
found those cities too hot to hold them, 
find a pleasant refuge in Victoria, we 
blame ourselves for not remonstrating 
with tho City Council in more emphatic 
terms. Victoria should be the first of 
the Sound cities in all reforms and not 
the last. Alderman Smith should look 
upon the newspapers as aids to good 
government— as they aro— and should 
prolit by rather than resent their critic- 
isms. 

It is curious to notice the different 
estimates mado by the various aldermen 
of tho magnitude of tho evil of gambling. 
Alderman Smith could not find out that 
gambling is pracised to any great extent 
in the city. And yet Mr. Smith is chair- 
man of tho Police Oommitteo. This Alder- 
man speaks for the police as well as for 
himself, and, although they are on the 
watch day and night, they at e not, he says, 
able to bring gambling homo to any saloon 
keeper. Alderman Wilson and Alder- 
man McKillican took a very different 
view of tho matter from tho Chairman of 
the polico committee. They believed 
that a great deal of gambling is dono in 
tho city, and that many young men aro 



ruinod by it. So impressed was Mr. 
Wilson with tho inichief that is being 
dono that ho and another Alderman had 
mado up their minds to begin the work 
of suppressing gambling without tho aid 
of tho polico and the polico committee. 
Alderman Vigelius appears to think that 
something more might bo done than to 
raid a fow Chinese dens. 

Tho attitude of the Mayor in tho mat- 
tor was rather peculiar. Ho excused tho 
slackness of tho police, and threw cold 
water on any attempt that might be made 
to suppress gambling. Thero was 
a singular contradiction between what 
ho and Alderman Wilson said 
about the powers and duties 
of policemen. Mr. Wilson said that 
"The polico by stututo had power to 
enter any placo in which they sus- 
pected gambling was going on, and, 
whether tho game was in progress or 
not, could take possossion of any 
implements of gaming that they found. 
The police had power to enter any 
saloons they wanted to without a warrant 
oven." Mayor Grant averred "that the 
police could not enter a saloon while on 
duty — thoir rules forbade it under pen- 
alty of dismissal." Is it possible that the 
police regulations are so drawn up as to 
defeat tho intention of tho law i If a 
policeman has reason to believe that 
gambling is going on in a sal. on is it out 
of his power to enter it to see whether or 
not his suspicions are well-grounded / 
Police regulations that frustrate the law, 
which it is the duty of the policemen to 
enforce, nro worthy of Dogberry himself, 
and should be altered without any un- 
necessary delay. Some explanation is 
needed <m this point, for, as the regula- 
lations have been explained by the 
Mayor, it would appear that they have been 
drawn up in the interests of gambling- 
house kecpois and gamblers. Tho visits 
of tho polico to gambling-places should, 
to bo el • ny uso at all, bo sudden anil un- 
expected. 

Tho discussion on gambling makes it 
very uvidonc that tho polico me not 
wholly to blame because gambling can 
be carried on in security in the saloons 
and hells of thia city; and that the ne- 
farious work of ruining the youths of the 
city and plucking foolish and inexperi- 
enced strangers can be done successfully 
without fear of tho law or the authori- 
ties appointed to enforce it. If the men 
whose duty it is to direct the police and 
to encourage them in the prosecution of 
their duty were more earnest the police 
would bo more zealous. 



OBJECT LESSONS. 

Tho following excellent article was 
written by that accomplished education- 
ist, Mr. C. E. Bolton. It is well worthy 
tho attention of all who are interested in 
tho education of youth. Geography is 
taught in n most defective way, and tho 
children leave school with the vaguest no- 
tions of the countries whoso names they 
had been repeating over and over again 
fur years. 



The above dot and wiggly lino am bo 
found on any good map of England. In 
all our public schools it is carefully taught 
that the dot means London, the linu tho 
river Thames. Tho dot and wiggly lino 
might with equal value represent many 
other leading cities of the world. Right 
here, our public school education unfor- 
tunately stops. Why not make tho hard 
earned dollars collect ed from the puupli 
for the education of our youth go further'/ 
Why not venture to tell the bright boys 
and girls of America what's in tho dot and 
along the line, about the people imil I hings 
in the great centers of population towards 
which the masses gravitate? Words, sen- 
tences and hooks would exist if tho gram- 
mars were all destroyed. Less of theory 
and more of facts is what the energetic 
b y or girl need when they step into the 
arena of every day life. Pupi s who 
L'raduate at our high schools should not 
only knenv well the history of thoir own 
town, state and country, but they ought, 
by objec lessons, to bo so taught that at 
Bight they could give tho name of every 
stone, tree Mild mover, anil the name of 
every lisli caught in tho neighboring river, 
lake or sea. The pupil who has learned 
often to ask the what, how and why of 
things, to give close attention and keenly 
observe, is on the road to great useful- 
ness, But, to return to the dot, and wig- 
gly line. What can the public schools do 
to oid our eh Idrcn in knowing what our 
cities contain? Wo think tho answer is 
readily found in the liberal use of the 
magic lantern in the teaching of history, 
science and art. Formerly the lantern, 
like the telephone, was a toy in the hands 
ot children. To-day, the telephone mid 
lantern have come to the front as helpers 
of enlightenment. New York State has 
appropriated eight thousand dollars for 
lanterns for her nine Normal Schools. 
Cornell Univorsi y uses four large lan- 
terns in the teaching of her lifteen hun- 
dred young men. Last winter, in cosmo- 
politan Chicago, 12,000 people attended 
a single course of illustrated travels. To 
accommodate so vast, an audience each 
lecture was repeated live times. (Jttr 
public school education will not be com- 
plete till every high school is able by its 
own teachers to furnish twenty or more 
lectures, illustrating well tho points of 
interest at home and abroad. Not ono 
per cunt, of our people can travel either 
over America or Europe, Why not, then, 
by aid of lantern or photographic slide, 
reveal i o oyo as well as ear the valuable 
things of earth, and thus send boys and 
girls into tho world better equipped to do 
life's work ? Wo commend tho above to 
our excellent School Board.

An Interesting Point. 

In tho Supreme Court, yesterday, a \ 
diet was given for the plaintiff in the case 
of Jan.ieson vs. the corporation of Victoria, 
which arose as follows : Mrs. Jamieson was 
the owner of the building known as the 
skating rink on Yates street, holding a 
lease of the land thereby occupied, under 
which she possessed the right to remove the 
building if she wished to.

THE WAR FOR THE UNION 

Graphically Described in Words und Pic- 
tures at The Victoria, 

Outlining in a few brief, vigorous sen- 
tences the events und silent causes that led 
up to the great civil war, and sketching in 
outline the characters of the men who found 
their way to the front in that crisis in 
American history, Mr. Bolton last evening, 
at The Victoria, introduce I his auditors to 
Lincoln's cabinet, and then to Davis, presi- 
dent of the transient confederation of the 
South. They were let into the plans of 
the leaders of both great armies, and were 
impartial spectators of each of tho mighty 
battles of the terrible conflict that from 
1801 to 1805 deluged the hind of the 
Stars and Stripes with the blood 
of brothers warring against each other. 
The story of tho war was told fairly to 
l oth sides, and the lecturer, in concluding, 
deplored that a nation so advanced in civili- 
zation as the United States, should have 
been unable to produce statesman capable 
of settling the differences between sections 
of their own land without submitting them 
to the arbitrament of the sword. The day 
of the sworu's reign was in its decline, mid 
diplomacy's star was in tho ascendant. Hn 
referred, parenthetically, to the Behring's 
Sea question, and earnestly hoped , that 
nothing would induce the people interested 
to take the settlement of the matter out of 
tho hands of the diplomats. His remarks 
were heartily applauded, and the enjoyable 
evening was at an end. 

This evening, Mr. Bolton closes .his 
valuable course of "realistic travels" with 
" Vienna und Constantinople." Vienna, 
capital of Austria, and second only to 
Paris, is the gateway to Constantinople, 
capital of Turkey, and the " cradle of 
nations." Vienna abounds in elegant 
public buildings und parks, and the hand- 
somest of men and women of Europe w alk 
Vienna's boulevards. ( 'onstantinopleabounds 
in marble palaces, mosques, with slender 
ndnnrets and orientalisms of color that 
charm all tourists. The women present will 
visit the harem, and the men will see the 
Sultan. 

Mr. Bolton evidently will close with his 
best words and views. Next week he opens 
a course of his lectures in Portland, Oregon.

BENEPITS OF TRANSPLANTING. 

Plants like tho aster, verbena, phlox 
and pansy aro benefited by transplanting 
once or twice. It makes good, stocky 
plan s of them, whilo poppies, candytuft 
and m guonettu »re Up-rooted, and the 
seeds should bo planted in the beds where 
they are to grow. Tap rooted moans that 
they have one root and but few short 
ones, while an aster or pansy Iiub many 
short roots near the surface, which hold 
the earth when they are taken up. After 
tho ground gets warm and tho cold 
weather is really gone tho seedlings can 
bo sot out in the beds. Choose a cloudy 
day or after thu sun goes down for this 
work. Asters and verbenas should be sut 
one foot apart, and they want plenty of 
room. After setting out, water and shade 
whon tho sun is out for three or four 
days, uncovering at night. If you wish 
annuals to bloom well, pick off all faded 
flow'ors and do not let them go to seed. 
Ah soon as they do this their mission is 
done.
